This major change in officer 
promotion policy was announced by 
the Army this week. It will appear 
as part of the revised AR 624-115, 
now. being printed. 

Effect of the change is far-reach- 
ing.

U.S. -Returnee Can Pick Post 





10,000 Hit 
By U.S. 
Tour Rule 


WASHINGTON. — More than 
10,000 NCO’s in grade E-5. and 
above will be forced to wait until 
after 1 July 1966 for so-called 
stabilized CONUS tours, the Army 
ruled this week in a change to 
regulations on foreign service. 


‘These are the men who will pass 
20 years of service some time after 
1 July 1959. The old rule said that 
men with 20 years service and one 
oversea tour since January 1 
would be retained indefinitely in 
the continental United States. 

Under the change, after 1 July 
1959, the NCO’s in ‘the five top 
grades will be eligible for service 
overseas up to 27 years. 


The change is part of the new 
Enlisted Management Program. It 
is designed to allow the Army to 
make the fullest- use of its top 
NCO’s as proficiency pay and the 
new E-8 and E-9 grades are phased 
into use, 

Army. officials gave affected 
NCO’s break in setting the cutoff 
date as 1 July next. The chahge 
was dated 22 October and the 
Army could have set the effective 
date as early as 23 Octeber. If the 
latter had been the case, an NCO 
with 19 years and, for i nce, 354 
days service on that date would 
not have been eligible to stay in 
CONUS, even though he had made 
plans to do so.

WASHINGTON. — The Army 
and Navy are developing a new 


‘trans-ocean transportation system 


to move an entire armored division 
on its own wheels from CONUS to 
any new “brush fire” overseas. 
Navy planners already have built 
and successfully used one ocean-go- 
ing, deep-draft “Roll-on-Roll-off” 
cargo ship big enough to carry one- 
sixth of. the organic equipment of 


an armored division. The ship, 


250 | named the Comet, is 499 feet long 


and has a tonnage of 18,150. 

The Army announced this week 
it has built and will start to service- 
test a new shallow-draft BBL 
(Beach Discharge Lighter) off the 
West Coast next month. This 
craft, 388-feet long, will be used to 
unload the bigger “Roll-on-Roll-off” 
cargo ship. It can operate in as 
little as four feet of water. 

Thus, with six of the Comets and 
enough of the new Army lighters, 
an armored division could drive its 
vehicles aboard ships in the United 
States and drive off on any selected 
target beach overseas without load- 
ing or unloading. 

That the Army is planning to do 
just that was revealed by Vice Adm. 
John M. Will, commander of Mili- 
tary Sea Transportation Service. He 
said the Army has an immediate re- 
quirement for five more Comet- 
type ships for peacetime operation, 
and another 15 of the ships would 
be needed to meet current mobiliza- 
tion plans. 


According to Will, the first

Comet was used in the recent Mid- 
die East crisis. He said its opera- 
tion there “paid off very well.” 
However, in Lebanon, armored ve- 
hicles and trucks had docks to roll 
out on and there was anchorage 
deep enough for ocean-going ships. 

The new Army lighter, which can 
receive wheeled vehicles from the 
stern and discharge them from a 
bow ramp, would take the place of 
docks in beach operations.

Reserves Get

WASHINGTON. — The Army 
soon will begin testing a new plan 
for part-time manning of Nike 
missile sites by Army Reservists, 
it was learned this week. 

Under the plan, Nike installa- 
tions -in one of the country’s 
metropolitan areas, probably Chi- 
cago, will be selected for a six- 
month trial of the proposed pro- 
gram.

This broader and more liberal 
reassignment policy was spelled out 
in Change 8 to Army Regulation 
612-50. 

Previously, men could pick from 
only eight broad areas in stating 
where they next wished to serve. 
The latter were the six Army areas 
in CONUS, the Military District of 
Washington and a territory or pos- 
session. 

Now the Army areas have been 
broken down to specific camps, 
posts and cities, For instance, the 
Fourth Army has been broken 
down — for purposes of stating 
preference—to Fort Sam Houston, 
Fort Sill, Fort Bliss, Fort Hood, all 
in Texas, Fort Polk, La., and Fort 
Chaffee, Ark. The.complete list of 
posts that can be requested for 
reassignment appears at the end 
of this article. 

Every post or city listed has been 
given a numerical code number and 
it will be shown along with other 
information on the Advance List 
of Overseas Returnees for Re 
assignment (AOR list). 

In another change in reassign 
ment procedures, oversea com- 
mands were ordered to pay per 
sonnel at oversea bases before they 
are shipped home for reassignment 

It was stressed that they will not 
be paid at returnee reassignment 
stations. It was pointed out that 
in the past many thousands of men 
were being sent back payless and 
had to be paid at the reassign- 
ment stations in CONUS.

FORT RILEY, Kans. — Scout 
H-13 helicopters and 1st Inf; Div. 
Artillerymen have combined to 
adapt another fast-moving ‘“pen- 
tomic” punch to the Red One’s 
modern tactics. 

The aerial survey method for lo- 
cating targets and directing artil- 
lery movements accomplishes in 
four hours work that previously re- 
quired 100 hours of ground work. 
It was put into action here by 2d 
Lt. Joseph M. Strobl, reconnais- 
sance and survey officer of the 1st 
Howitzer Bn., 7th Arty., and ele- 
ments of the 1st Aviation Co.

the helicopters are in communica- 
tion with two aiming circles at

Strobl’s first assignment at Fort 
Riley was to survey all the targets 
within the Post impact area. 
Through the use of helicopters 
Strobl saved an estimated $2000 in 
labor, material and time. 

Results of the survey proved 
that the new method keeps Artil- 
lery accuracy well within the mar- 
gin of error’of one yard for every 
five hundred yards of survey 
travels.

No Time Saving Balloonist 


WHITE SANDS MISSILE 
RANGE, N.M.— Bold and brave 
Ist Lt. Cliff McClure rode off into 
space in a sleek, silent balloon, but 
he came home in a clattering 
copter that beat Nature and the 
night to rescue the pioneer in air- 
man’s armor. : 


Moments after McClure’s: Man 
High III balloon ended its prema- 
ture descent from the daylight of 
20 miles above the earth- to the 
darkness that shrouded the Tula- 
rosa Basin floor of White Sands 
Missile Range, the Army H-34 heli- 
copter, piloted by a crack crew of 
three from WSMR’s integrated 
range mission range services divi- 
sion touched down beside the 
highly instrumented capsule to 
pick up McClure, the most impor- 
tant instrument of all. 

With Man High III’s radios 
blacked out, its descent ordered 
almost 12 hours early because of 
misbehaving temperatures within 





the nine-foot-high _ capsule, and 
with the Sam Andres Mountains 
bordering the missile range already 
shadowed by nightfall, the Army 
aviators beat the darkening odds 
and touched down just two minutes 
after Lt. McClure’s 7 p.m. landing 
time on that 8 October evening. 
The Missile Range trio— CWO 
Richard Hatter, CWO Donald Won- 
ders, the pilots, and crewmen Sgt. 
James Ingram—in winning their 
race with time saved the young ex- 
ploring airman, from at least- a 
long, lonely night until dawn. illu- 
minated the thin-skinned plastic 
balloon and its’ precious capsule 
at the landing spot on the 4000 
square-mile desert missile center.

Provost Marshal Develops 
Special Extension Course 


FORT GORDON, Ga. — A new 
special extension eourse for per- 
sonnel assigned to duties in pro- 
vost marshal sections has been 
developed by The Provost Marshal 
General's School Department of 
Non-Resident Instruction. 

Designed to fit the needs of 
Reguar Army, Reserve, and Na- 
tional Guard personnel who are 
assigned or expect to be serving 
with the provost marshal sections, 
the new course .is made up of se- 
lected sub-courses from the ad- 
vanced officer series, basic officer 
series, and special courses from 
other Army branch schools. 

Thirteen mandatory subcourses 
and nine optional sub-courses com- 
prise the series, which encom- 
passes prisoner of war operations, 
criminal investigations, rear area 
defense, damage control, and, pro- 
vost marshal duties as a special 
staff officer. Non-mandatory or -op- 
tional courses range from basic 
military police duties to operations 
found only at Department of the 
Army level. 

Intended primarily for field 
grade officer personnel, the special 
exténsion course is open ‘to all 
qualified members of the armed 
forces whose training and back- 
ground indicates the ability to suc- 
cessfully complete the course of 
instruction. Company grade of- 


ficers and senior non-commissioned | 


officers assigned to provost mar- 
shal sections may also enroll for 
these courses. 

Some. of the courses offered are 
on the mandatory list required for 
promotion and branch qualification 
in the National Guard, and reten- 
tion points are granted for Reserve 
personnel. 

Interested personnal may make 
application for enrollment on DA

Better Deal? 


The results of the recent elections indl- 
cate that the 86th Congress will be one ready 
to give a sympathetic hearihg to service 
arguments when they run counter to those of” 
the Administration. True, Congressional com- 
mittees in the preceding two years have 
shown a steady inclination to hear out the 
service leaders when they came up before 
them on money matters, subsequently back- 
ing them, in many cases, against Administra- 
tion spokesmen. The 86th, however, still 
stronger on the Democratic side of the aisle 
and looking confidently ahead to 1960, can be 
expected to be even more aggressive than its 
predecessor. 


With this in mind, it would be smart for 
the leaders of the separate services to assess 
their positions now and prepare for the con- 
vening of Congress in January. The Army, 
for example, showed itself to be most uneasy 
on the question of its waning strength in 
presentations to the recent meeting of the 
Association of the U.S. Army. Scheduled by 
the Administration to drop 30,000 more men 
by next June 30 and straining to do a job 
with undermanned units of every sort, some 
of the Army’s top men on that occasion 
felt duty-bound to speak out against the 
strangling process. 





However, they did not go so far as to re- 
veal (which they might have done with com- 
plete frankness) that only one Army. division, 
the 101st Airborne, is at full strength. The 
findings of a staff study showing the need 
for more, rather than fewer, troops in modern 
war was also left for later and less effective 
release. Where speakers like Gen. Lyman 
Lemnitzer suggested that the complexities 
of new weapons might well create a need for 
more and better-trained troops, the report 
came to the outright conclusion that man- 
power requirements to fight a war with mod- 
ern weapons is greater than in the past. Its 
main points: 


@ The strategic army of the future must 
take the field equipped with both conven- 
tional and atomic weapons, for, even if the 
war turns out to be nuclear in nature, the 
artillery must cover gaps created by widely 
dispersed units and the need to deliver atomic 
fire at ranges safe for our own troops. 


@ Selecting targets for nuclear weapons 
will require great care because of the poten- 
tial hazard to our own forces. Because they 
far out-range guns, the troops up forward 
will require additional units for air and 
ground surveillance. 


@ Because there must be greater dis- 
persal of troops, the battle zone will be very 
deep and at least as many troops will be 
needed to cover a given area as in the past. 


@ More supply and maintenance people 
will be needed to take care of the dual weapon 
systems: conventional and atomic. The dis- 
tantly spread units will also require more 
transportation and logistic support. 


@ All of these operations must be han- 
dled by highly trained men—much more so 
than in the recent past. And there will have 
to be more of them, trained over longer 
periods of time. That means more instructors. 


@ Using atomic weapons, the Army ex- 
pects to take heavier punishment. This will 
call for more replacements in the pipeline. 


All in all, the report—which might have 
served as a rallying point for the AUSA dele- 
gates, who sorely needed an issue to get 
excited about—can still be an effective argu- 
ment if presented forcefully to the new Con- 
gress. 
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Time to Restore RIFs?

The 4 October issue of Army Times carried a story that Cireular 614-3 
(24 September) had opened the way for the transfer of officers to eight 
corps where there are “significant shortages.” What a tragic commentary 


on the complete inadequacy of our officer 
personnel branch! 

A short year ago, the RIF’d officers were 
on their way out because ‘it was “necessary 
to reduce the strength of the Army.” After 
a year (long in heartbreak, humiliation, 
and demoralization), the Army finds it 
needs the talents it rejected so summarily. 

It will take officers of all ranks into the 
technical and administrative corps (for the 
first time) who have had no experience in 
applying their school training, while it per- 
mits dry rot to consume ex-officers who 
served capably in all ranks at that par- 
ticular and highly specialized service in 
two wars, and who succumbed to the bland- 
ishments of the service from 1945 to 1948 
and from 1953 to June 1957 to either re- 
main in or request EAD. 

The RIF’d officers suffered through 
their careers by undesirable assignments 
(“We can’t let a Regular hurt his career on 
this job, can we? But you try it and see 
what you can do.”), and by incompetent 
staffing (“I know you could use more and 
better officers, but you’re a college man 
and should get along all right. We'll put 
the new man under one who has had no 
college and who needs him more.”). 

Certainly the Army, if it admits these 
shortages now, has suffered the cumulative 
effects of the RIF for the past year. It has 
been over-working the officers in these 
corps for the entire year, during which 
school quotas for training in the newer 
developed weapons suffered because offi- 
cers could not be released from desks. Our 
vastly increased procurement program has 
suffered in like manner. The millions of 


dollars lost thereby make the cost of re- 
storing the RIF’d officers look like 
peanuts. 

The RIF’s purpose was to save money. 
Has it? Its example has discouraged the 
young officer from staying in or consider- 
ing the Army as a career. It has discour- 
aged the sophomore ROTC from going on 
to senior ROTC: It took the heart and in- 
centive out of all Reserve officers remain- 
ing on extended active duty because they 
too wondered — When? 

* . 

OVER 2000 (Army Times figures) RIF’d 
officers stayed in as sergeants at an aver- 
age estimated cost of $425 per month. As- 
suming an average rank of major, it would 
cost about another $300 a month (or $600,- 
000 total) to restore these officers to rank. 

This means an increase in their useful- 
ness and capability from 15 percent (as 
sergeants) to 100 percent. For $7,200,000 
increase a year, the Army can increase the 
production of 2000 members 600 percent 
at a cost increase of 40 percent. 

If there is an oyerstrength in other 
branches (non-technical), a careful review 
could make this adjustment “for the good 
of the service.” But why hurt those 
branches needing technicians and whose 
failure to encourage technicians has 
damped civil service recruiting and college 
enrollment? 

This problem is-‘one which the Personnel 
Management Branch is incapable of soly- 
ing, otherwise it would not have been 
created in the first place. (But whoever 
heard of Personnel making a mistake?) 
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sit on the court that may try these 
men without already having previ- 
ous knowledge of the case? . 

It is my~humble opinion that 
inadvertently you have aided a 
group of “Special Privilege Pri- 
vates” in their brilliant attempt to 
circumvent justice.

“Roll-on-Roll-off” shipments also 
are planned for movement of milli- 
tary cargoes other than combat 
vehicles. Maj. Gen. Frank S. Bes- 
son, Jr., Army Chief of Transpor- 
tation, said the potential savings to 
be realized from such shipments 
“will run literally into hundreds of 
millions of dollars.”

THE “ROLL-ON-ROLL-OFF” con- 
cept is in contrast to the conven- 
tional “Lift-on-Lift-off” means. The 
latter method is generally prefer- 
red by industry. Normally, cargoes 
are lifted on ship by cranes or 
booms and lowered through hatches 
to be stored in holds. Then ship- 
ments must be discharged by lift- 
ing them off. 

By confining lifts to just the 
trailer bodies or containers, the loss 
of cubic-foot shipment space taken 
up by wheels and chassis frames is 
eliminated. From the standpoint of 
space use it provides more dollars 
for commercial shippers. 

The lift-on method is practical in 
conventional shipping because in- 
dustry ships generally shuttle be- 
tween the same fixed ports where 
there are terminal facilities. 


New thinking of the military 
is that the Army must have ships 
where its combat and cargo vehicles 
can be driven on ship under their 
own power and unloaded in the 
same way. 

Advantages of the “Roll-on-Roll- 
off” concept are many, according 
io Adm. Will. A principal one will 
stem from reduction of transit 
times estimated at from 30 to 50 
lays in contrast to present methods. 
That is because ships may be load- 
ed and unloaded faster since cargo 
will not have to be rehandled at 
both ends of the trip. 

It also was pointed out that drive- 
on, drive-off movements should re- 
duce damages. 

Adm. Will has told the shipping 
industry that it must build drive- 
on, drive-off ships to meet military 
requirements or the military will 
be forced to build its owa.

Pilot Rescued 


After Six Days on Glacier 


By SFC PAUL E. MORRILL 


FORT RICHARDSON, Alaska.— 
“After being downed for almost a 
week, with only six cans of C ra- 
tions for food and eight gallons 
of fuel for warmth left, I felt that 
one of us should try and walk out 
while we still had the strength.” 


Sgt. Stefan J. (Steve) Wiede- 
mann, of Fort Richardson, made 
this statement after being rescued 
by an /.rmy helicopter after being 
stranded on the edge of a glacier 
for six days. 

The soldier - photographer and 
bush pilot Kenneth Oldham of An- 
chorage, had flown into Nabesna 
Glacier area in early October to 
hunt grizzly bear and photograph 
mountain sheep. 

The weather was clear the day 
they landed. During the night a 
howling snow storm came up. In 
the morning the wheel-equipped 
plane was snowed in. With no ra 
dio the men could not call for 
help. They just had to wait for 
planes to start looking for them or 
a stray plane to spot them. 

Using metal pie plates as shovels, 
the men spent most of the second 
day attempting to hack out a run- 
way. No sooner would they just 
about complete the job when an- 
other blinding snow storm would 
come up. 

Finally, on the fifth day, with 
still no signs of rescue the men de 
cided that with just one of them 
aboard the plane might be light 
enough to take off. Wiedermann 
was to stay behind and Oldham 
would send help back for the sol- 
dier. Halfway down the impro- 
vised runway the. plane bogged 
down in the snow, tipped over on 
its nose and bent its propeller.

THE COPTER, flown by Capt. 
Richard L. Johnson and CWO AIl- 
fred G. Cargen, arrived in the area 
but could not spot the men. The 
copter became low on gas and flew 
to the Civil Aeronautics airstrip in 
Gulkana to refuel. It had already 
turned dark but Johnson decided to 
attempt again to find the men. 

About midnight Oldham’s fire 
was spotted and he was picked up 
in good condition, without incident. 

The helicopter searched for 
Wiedemann and at one time the 
crew thought they had spotted his 
light. After making a pass once 
again over the spot no light could 
be seen, and the copter had to re- 
turn again to Gulkana for fuel. 
(Wiedemann said he had heard the 
copter and lighted his cigarette 
| lighter but it had run out of fuel.) 
| Wiedemann slept that night in 
the sleeping bag on the edge of the

Just 50 seconds after the first 
howitzer pulled off the road and 
stopped in its firing position, the 
battery has fired the first ad- 
justing round on the “enemy” 
target—a full four minutes and 
10 seconds under the maximum 
of five minutes allowed in the 
new test. 

This emphasis—upon speed in 
occupation of position and delivery 
of effective fire is a salient charac- 
teristic of the new artillery train- 
ing tests developed by the 4th 
Armd, Div. here in Germany.

FOR SOME TIME, commanders 
and staff officers of the 4th Armd’s 
DivArty have felt that the standard 
Army Training Tests for field artil- 
lery batteries (ATT 6-1) and batta- 
lions (ATT 6-5) could be appro- 
priately revised to place. greater 
stress upon factors essential to fast- 
moving armored artillery opera- 
tions. With the interest and sup- 
port of the division commander, 
Maj. Gen. Andrew P.. O’Meara — 
himself a former artilleryman— 
planning for the new tests began 
under the direction of Brig. Gen. 
William F. Ryan, DivArty comman- 
der, last February, just one month 
after ali elements of the Gyro 4th 
Armd. closed here in Germany. 

All batterjes and battalions in 
the division took the new tests dur- 
ing the spring and summer, with 
the last of the battalion tests con- 
cluded in August; and it is» now 
possible to report in some detail 
on the nature and results. of the 
new tests. As space limitations 
prohibit discussion of all these 
tests, only the test for the light, 
105-mm. howitzer battery will be 
discussed here. 

How, then, does the,4th Armd’s 
new battery test differ from the

First Phase 


In the division’s test, the scen- 
ario opens with the battery’ in-a 
fully organized tactical firing posi- 
tion.

This initial phase of the test 
differs from ATT @1 mainly in 
‘that meteorological and velocity 
corrections are computed and the 
position is organized and graded as 
a firing position rather than a 
rendezvous area. 

Hasty Occupation_ 

After briefing the battery on the 
tactical situation, the battefy com- 
mander moves out with the chief 
umpire in an assumed approach 
march formation to reconnoiter and 
select a firing position (position 
“C” on sketch) five to nine miles 
away from the initial position. Un- 
like ATT 6-1, which permits three 
vehicles, the 4th Armd. test limits 
the battery commander's advance 
party to two wheeled vehicles no 
larger than a %4-ton truck, or no 
more than two M59 armored per- 
sonnel carriers. . 

Shortly after the battery com- 
mander’s departure, the second 
phase of the test begins. 

It is in this second phase that the 
4th Armd.’s battery test differs 
most from ATT 6-1, which poses 
no equivalent requirements. Here, 
the battery, with the battery exec- 
utive officer in charge, moves out 
and takes its place in a simulated 
task force march column. Sudden- 
ly, after moving three to five miles, 
the ~action begins. Through the 
rushing static of FM radios, the 
roaring of engines .and the clat-| 
tering of tracks, the battery re- | 
ceives—in such rapid succession as 
to be almost simultaneous—three 
urgent requests for fire. Three of 
the battery’s four observers—two 
of them up front riding in tanks

Without benefit of 
prior reconnaissance, with no 
opportunity even to set up an 
aiming circle in advance, the 
battery must pull off the road 
and go into an immediate “crash” 
occupation of firing position. 


Five minutes after the leading 
gun enters the position and stops 
at the stake designated by the um- 
pires, the battery’s first round must 
be “on the way.” Within seven 
minutes, the entire battery must 
be laid for direction and firing or 
ready to fire. Ten minutes after 
the leading gun enters the posi- 
tion, the battery’s fire for effect 
on the first target must be com- 
pleted. Any time in excess results 
in loss of all credit Yor this event. 

This second and most demand- 
ing phase of the. test ends when 
fire for effect on the last of the 
three targets is completed — for 
which no more than a total of 20 
minutes, starting from entry of 
the first gun into position, may 
be taken, All firing during this 
phase is conducted by radio only. 


Final Phase 


The third and final phase of the 
4th Armd.’s battery test is similar 
to ATT 6-1 requirements, although 
again greater stress is laid upon 
speed. On order from the battery 
commander, the battery executive 
moves the battery forward to the 
final position (position “C” on 
sketch) for a comparatively delib- 
erate occupation of firing position. 

Here the battery commander, 
with his two-vehicle advance party, 


[has been preparing the position 


for occupation and subsequent sup- 
port’ of the simulated task force’s 
planned attack. Survey operations, 
with time, accuracy and traverse 
length requirements similar to 
those found in ATT 6-1, are con- 
ducted. Although wire lines to the 
simulated supported unit’s CP may 
be laid by the advance party, use 
of wire for conduct of fire is not 
mandatory in this final phase. The 
battery cOmmander may employ 
his wire personnel to lay local 
lines within the position. The 
pressing time requirements of the 
test normally do not permit wire- 
laying by the observers.

AGAIN, the battery is given five 
minutes from entry of the leading 
gun into position to firing of the 
first round of adjustment on a tar- 
get of opportunity, and five min- 
utes in which to complete both the 
adjustment and the fire for effect. 





This time, however, rapid laying 
is facilitated, as in ATT 6-1, by 
the prior presence of an advance 
party and the considerable advan- 
tage of an oriented aiming circle 
already present and waiting in the 
firing position. 


As in the standard DA test, the | 


fire mission on a target of oppor- 
tunity is followed by impact and 
time registration, and by a trans- 
fer to a pre-arranged defensive con- 
centration, fired on call.

Observers’ Key Role 
The important role played by the 
battery's observers in the new test 
is worthy of particular note. Fully 
70 percent of the total score of 
100 points is a direct reflection of 
the performance of these four ob- 
servers, one of whom is required 
to be an enlisted man. Here is 
one more important difference be- 
tween the new test and ATT 6-1, 
which requires only two observers, 
both officers, to adjust. fire. 
Moreover, the new test calls 
for one air observer; and the 
other three are required to shoot 
from tanks rather than from 
fixed OP’s. The tanks move 
right up to the edge of the im- 
pact area, giving the observer 
target ranges of about 1000 yards. 
With the target right in his lap, 
so to speak, the observer is prac- 
tically denied the use of the mil 
scale in his binoculars, and often 
must estimate or use his hands 
to measure initial deviations. 
Increased emphasis is placed 

upon the observer’s ability to read 
a map not only accurately but 
quickly. He must remain in his 
tank throughout the test. As the 
tank is constantly on the move 
right up to the time the umpire 
designates the target and the ob- 
server starts to compute his initial 
data, the observer must continuous-

Britain Streamlines Army 


By ERIC PHILLIPS 


LONDON — The future of 
the British army is visualized 
by the government in the light 
of Britain’s acceptance of the 
principle of collective defense 
against aggression. As a mem- 
ber of the North Atlantic 
Treaty Organization, for in- 
stance, Britain recognizes the 
need to make the most useful 
contribution she can to the 
combined forces of the whole. 
But her own peculiar, world- 
wide military commitments 
have not been forgotten, and 
thus ‘the army will continue to 
carry a two-fold responsibility. 

At the same time it will be stead- 
ily reduced in numerical strength. 
-The smaller army, therefore, has to 
be prepared and trained, in the 
closest possible association with 
the Royal Navy and the Royal Air 
Force, for the different tasks of 
what have come to be known as 
cold, limited, and global war. 

To be readily adaptable to meet 
all possible contingencies, includ- 
ing nuclear war, the army must be 
flexible in its organization; it must 
be able to move fast, both strategi- 
cally and in the field; and be 
equipped with a variety (but not 
too wide a variety) of hard-hitting 
weapons, 

» “ + 

AFTER prolonged study and ex- 
periment, the military authorities 
have adopted the brigade group as 
the most suitable basic formation 
for all purposes under modern con 
ditions. 

In cold or limited war a small, 
self-contained formation like this 
can move quickly to any place 
where it may be needed, and act 
effectively at once on arrival. In 
global war also, with nuclear 
weapons, such formations could 
best carry out the necessary dis- 
persions and re-concentrations at | 
high speed. 

There will be armored brigade | 
groups, infantry brigade groups, 
and a parachute brigade group in 
Britain’s new army. Each will be 
composed of all arms and services 
and capable of operating independ 
ently. 

An armored brigade will have 
three armored regiments and one 
infantry battalion, with medium 
artillery; an infantry brigade will 
contain three infantry battalions, 
an armored regiment and field ar- 
tillery. Each type of group will in- 
clude a reconnaissance flight of 
aircraft.

DIVISIONAL organization will 
not be abandoned, but divisional 
headquarters -will be smaller and 
will not, as hitherto, command a 
fixed number of brigades.

well as physical fitness. He will 
have to learn to handle a formida- 
ble variety of weapons and types 
of mechanical and electrical equip- 
ment and vehicles, and become fa- 
miliar with the techniques of 
trooping and operational movement 
by air and by sea; to say nothing 
of helping civil defense against nu- 
clear attack in Britain. 

The United Kingdom govern- 
ment’s aim is to return to the old 
British system of wholly voluntary 
recruiting and long-term “regular” 
engagements. To attract the re- 
quired type of volunteer “regular” 
soldier it has made big increases 
in pay and allowances and improve- 
ments in conditions of service. 

It has also put in hand a com- 
prehensive program of restoration 
and new construction of barracks 
and married quarters, at home and 
overseas.

Rites Will Honor Pershing | 


WASHINGTON—Four retired soldiers who fought with General of the Armies John J. 
Pershing 40 years ago will pay tribute to their former leader on Veterans Day, 11,-November, 
at Arlington National Cemetery. The four; John Lightburn, Walter Gardner, Alexander 


Duez and Matthew Ryan, all resi- 
dents of the Soldiers Home in 
Washington, will place a wreath at 
Pershing’s hilltop grave in Arling- 
ton, in memory of the War I leader 
of American Forces in Europe. 


The four War I veterans will be 
accompanied to Pershing’s grave by 


two platoons of the 1st BG, 3d Inf. ; 


(The Old Guard). 

Following the salute to Pershing, 
elements of the Military District 
of Washington will gather at the 
grave vf Maj. Sam Woodfill whom 
Pershing called in 1921 “the out- 
standing soldier of War I.” 

. * . 

PERSHING, who died in April 
1948 at Walter Reed Hospital after 
a long illness, was the first and 
only soldier ever to hold the rank 
of General of the Armies. 

Lightburn, a spry 84-year-old 
veteran, served with Pershing be- 
fore the turn of the century in 
battles in Puerto Rico and the 
Philippines and was over 40 years 
of age when he journeyed to 
Europe in 1917. 


Gardner first served under Persh- 
ing in the Mexican Border Cam- 
paign where he won two Purple 
Hearts while fighting with the old 
7th Cavalry and in Europe. Duez, 
who fought at the Argonne Forest 
with the Ist Division, recalls Persh- 
ing’s stiff inspections before com- 
bat. “The General was stern be- 
fore a campaign but his words were 
full of praise when the outfit came 
off the line.” 

Ryan, present commander of the 
Veterans of World War I post at 
the Soldiers Home, , served in 
France 1918-19 and participated in 
battles at St. Mihiel and the Argon- 
ne Forest.

WOODFILL is buried within 30 
yards of Pershing. A member of 
the 5th Division, he fought in 
France where in hand-to-hand com- 
bat knocked out three. German 
machine gun nests, For this feat, 
Woodfill was awarded the Medal 
of Honor, but it took the American 


people three years to recognize his | 


bravery. 
After receiving praise from Per 
shing in 1921, Woodfill was re-| 


ceived by Bresident Warren G 
Harding. Congress adjourned in his 
honor, and trading in the New York 
Stock Exchange came to a halt on 
the occasion of Woodfill’s visit. 

‘The public soon forgot Woodfill 
and eventually he retired to his 
farm near Madison, Ind., where 
he died in 1951 and was buried in 
an obscure grave. , 

A few years later a Madison 
newspaper reporter became _in- 
terested in Woodfill and soon 
Congressional inquiry was made to 
made to determine if funds were 
available 
monument, 

The inquiries attracted Pentagon 
attention, and the twice-forgotten 
war hero was again making head- 
lines. Woodfill was reburied at 
Arlington National Cemetery 17 
October 1955 with full military 
honors.

FORT KNOX, Ky.—An appeal 
for clothing from the Paik Sun Or- 
phanage in the South Korean vil- 
lage of Kwangju was answered 
last week when a large van from 
the Safety Transfer-and Storage 
Co. of Louisville, left here for New 
York with 69 cartons of clothes des- 
tined to protect hundreds of young- 
sters against the severe cold of the 
long Korean winter. 

When the appeal reached the 
Army Armor Center a committee 
of volunteers was established and 
a 10-day drive got underway. Sol- 
diers, civilians, church groups, 
scouts and hundreds of school chil- 
dren responded. Nearly 10,000 in- 
dividual items of clothing were 
donated for the orphans.

For the past five years, since the 
proposal to give sergeants major 
the top enlisted rating and first 
sergeants a rating higher than 
that of platoon sergeants, motor 
sergeants, other technicians and 
specialists, there has been centin- 
uous complaint expressing both the 
above ideas. 

At first glance, the statements 
seem to mean the same thing.

November Ith Just Isn‘t 
What It Used to Be 


By BOB HOROWITZ 


QNE of the truly inspirational ceremonies of my 
youth has all but lost its meaning to me, prob- 
ably because of the speed at which world events 
move. When I was a boy, Armistice Day had a deep 
meaning of the kind that brought a lump to the 
throat and Caused a slight breathing difficulty. 

It was simple to understand, in those days be- 
fore Pearl Harbor and nuclear weapons and 
ICBMs, We had joined the Allies to wipe out war, 
and at 11 o’clock on the morning of the 11th day of 
the llth month of 1918, we were successful. The 
Hun had te give up because the Yanks went over 
there, charged across no-man’s land with their long 
bayonets and made justice triumphant. 

Most kids at school ceremonies fidget and day- 
dream and watch the clock. But at 11 o’clock on 
November 11 in the Baltimore grammar school 
I attended, there was always deep silence. The 
class stood at attention beside the desks, heads 
bowed and eyes aimed at scuffed shoes. Forgotten 
were the schoolroom smells of floor wax, wool 
sweaters and new textbooks. Some years, we had 
somebody blow Taps, some years there was only 
that silence that comes when people turn their 
minds inward toward those soul-stirririg thoughts 
that convert little boys to little men. 

I can still remember how long that one minute 
of. silence seemed. It seemed long enough to’ per- 
mit the reliving of many episodes in our young 
lives. The dead men that we were commemorating 
marched through our thoughts, all identical in their 
youthful handsomeness, all wearing their pie-tin 
helmets at a cocky angle, all carrying rifles in a 
just cause. In the background star shells flashed 
and the earth erupted from the impact of artillery 
shells that whistled and went bang, without hurting 


ybody. 
On those November 1ilths, we kids truly dedi- 








cated ourselves to an America that fought for 
what was right and true. .Many of us were a 
little sad about the notion that wars had been 
abolished once and for all, denying to us tho 
chance to do what the brave Yanks had done. 


Then came Manchuria, Hitler, and Pearl Harbor. 
Our new war effort made World War I seem almost 
like peanuts, After V-J Day, crisis followed crisis, 
and we fought another war in Korea. Armistice 
Day became one of a series of victory days. It had 
lost its meaning as the day that all wars ended, 
and it was changed to Veterans Day. 

The mounting number of- wars, casualties and 
near-catastrophic events had diluted the emotional 
impact of an inspiring ceremony. At 11 a.m. on 
Nov. 11, formerly clear-cut Yanks now have fuzzy 
outlines, with touches of the modern steel helmet 
and bazookas. The Fourth-of-July star shells have 
merged with flashing jets and Hiroshima going 
up in a ball of flame and dirt. The appealing sim- 
plicity of the old idea is gone.

MAYBE CHILDREN nowadays get the same 
kind of emotional kick out of their Veterans Day 
celebrations; we'll never know because grownups 
never really know what children are thinking. But 
I'd be willing to bet against it — on those Armistice 
Day. mornings we were respectfully remembering 
men who had given their lives to do the biggest job 
in the world — to end all wars. Today, we honor 
the men who fell in the most recent battles. 

The limber-armed orators still make the same 
speeches on November 11, and the daily papers 
continue to carry pictures of dignitaries placing 
wreaths at appropriate monuments. But the day 
has changed — its meaning has changed — Armis- 
tice Day has lost more than its name. 





should get the new E-8 and E-9 
ratings. 

To do this would recreate in the 
Army exactly the “grade compres- 
sion” problem that existed before 
the new grades were established. 
It woul mean that the Army would 
again have men with varying re- 
sponsibilities, training and abilities, 
all in the same pay grade. 

This situation exists: 


Many senior noncoms volunteer- 
ed for transfer and were accepted 
in air defense units. Once there, 
they were subjected to considerable 
pressure to get out of the adminis- 
trative fields and back into opera- 
tional fields. They were promised 
stability in assignment and promo- 
tion opportunities if they would 
volunteer for advanced service 
school training. Many did.

NOW THE complaints come in. 
These men who took the additional 
training are being passed by when 
promotions to E-8 and E-9 come up. 
Instead, the men who refused the 

training and stayed in administra- 
tive jobs—such as first sergeant 
and sergeant major—are getting 
the promotions. 

“This is Army policy,” com- 
manders are explaining. 

It isn’t. 

The wrong men ARE being 
promoted. And the reason is 
that the wrong men are in the 
jobs which have been “upgraded” 
to E-8 and E-9. 

Take a missile battalion. Com- 
manders there insist that the in- 
dispensible NCO is the operations 
sergeant. So the best man in the 
battalion is given that job. Mean- 
while, too often a good clerk with 
little, if any, training in the mis- 
sile field is made battalion sergeant 
major. 

This is malassignment. 


The good clerk should remain 
just that. His top position in the 
battalion should be that of person- 
nel sergeant. Unless he is also 
capable of doing the operations 
sergeant’s job, he has no business 
in the sergeant major’s spot. 

The sergeant major should be 
able to do the jobs of both the 
personnel sergeant and the opera- 
tions sergeant, with emphasis on 
the latter. 

« a * 

THIS SAME LINE of reasoning 
applies to the job of first sergeant. 
He should have been the best pla- 
toon sergeant in the battery. When 
he becomes first sergeant, he can 
learn the administrative aspects of 
the job. But he should also be 
able to take charge in the radar 
van, to take over the firing platoon, 
and to set up a training program 
for the day. 

To cap his carrer in the missile 
field, this man would eventually 
become a battalion, group, or 
brigade sergeant major.

IF THE WRONG men are being 
promoted, or if the top grades are 
being given to the wrong jobs— 
either way, the necessary conclu- 
sion is that the wrong men are in 
the jobs for which the grades are 
authorized. 

It shouldn’t take a staff action 
to remedy ‘this. Command action 
is all that’s needed to reassign at 
company to battle group level, so 
that the right men—the best men 
—are in the jobs for which grades

THE birthday of the United States Army is celebrated 

on the 14th day of a month memorable not only for 
a military anniversary but for a monetary gain for the 
military. 

At least the June 1958 pay, as a whole, was higher 
than May 1958, But was it higher than when the Army 
was founded in June 1775? Let’s see. 

On the Army natal day, three days before Bunker 

Hill, a captain’s stipend was put at $20 a month. 

The new pay tables reveal that two-bars, dependent 
upon length of service, entitles one to a range of from 
$326-to $525, or an average of $444 a month.

The Simple Facts Behind — 
Shooting for a Planet 


By WILLY LEY 


SOME time last year General Medaris, com- 

mander of the Army Ballistic Missile Agency, 
said with respect to ballistic missiles that there 
must always be at least three kinds in the works. 
One, he said, is served on the table, the second 
Is cooking in the kitchen and the recipe for the 
third is being concocted. This description is just 
as apt when it comes to the exploration of space. 

Some space rockets are the existing work 
horses, others are now being tested. But the im- 


portant thing is the recipe for the future ones. 
This recipe is what is called “planetary probes,” 
which will have to follow after the lunar probes 


like the Air Force’s Thor-Able and the Army’s 
Juno. 
* ” - 


TO UNDERSTAND how a planetary probe is 
to work we must know a few simple facts first. To 
escape from the earth’s gravitational pull a ve- 
locity of seven miles per second is needed; 
“Pioneer” very nearly attained that velocity. The 
second thing one has to know is that the earth 
itself moves with a velocity of 18.5 miles per sec- 
ond in its orbit. The third item is that the area 
of the earth which has dawn is pointing “forward” 
in that orbital movement. 

If a rocket like Pioneer were fired at dawn 
it would add its own velocity to that of the earth. 
If it were fired at dusk it would subtract its own

Of the Week 


“Uncommon valor was a ¢ommon 
virtue’ — Adm. Chester W. Nimitz. 


On 10 November 1954 on the shores of the 
Potomac River across from Georgetown, Wash- 
ington, D. C., the splendid Marine Corps memorial 
of World War II was dedicated. The base of the 
monument bears the above inscription. The scene 
is the flag-raising 6n Mount Suribachi, Iwo Jima, 
23 February 1945, at the height of that terrible 
struggle for the Pacific island. 

Based on what is probably the most famous 
photograph from World War JIi—that by Joe 
Rosenthal—it was sculptured by Felix de Weldon. 
The cost of $850,000 was borne by the Marine 
Corps, and it was presented by them to the 
American people. 

The heroic figures are those of the five Ma- 
rines and one sailor who struggled hard to raise 
the flag in the rocky ground. It stands 78 feet 
high, and the human figures measure 32 feet. One 
man carries a carbine rifle 16 feet long. The can- 
teen, it is said, would hold 32 quarts. The base of 
Swedish black marble contains the names and 
dates of the Marines’ battles and engagements 
since 1775. No wonder the statue required nine 
years in the making. —M. S. WHITE 














velocity from that of the earth. Now let’s see 
what would happen in both cases. 


The rocket fired at dawn would be too fast 
for the sun to hold it in the orbit of the earth. 
The rocket would recede from the sun and after 
6% months it would reach a distance 1.3 times as 
large as the distance of the earth from the sun. 
The earth is 93 million miles from the sun; the 
rocket would be 121 million miles from the sun. 
Another 6% months later the rocket would be 
back in the earth’s orbit, but the earth would have 
passed the same point one month earlier so that 
the rocket could continue undisturbed.

THE ROCKET fired at dusk, which subtracts 
its velocity from that of the earth, would be “too 
slow” to stay in the earth’s orbit, It would go 
closer to the sun and five months and a week 
aiter firing it would reach its closest point, namely 
0.82 of the distance of the earth from the sun. 
This would be 76% million miles. Another five 
months and a week later that rocket would be 
back in the earth’s orbit but at a point which the 
earth will pass six weéks later. It also would not 
be disturbed, at least not for several years. 

It is easy te see what such a performance 
would lead to. The mean distance of Venus from 
the sun is 67 million miles, which is 0.72 of the 
distance of the earth from the sun. The mean 
distance of Mars is 141% million miles, which 
is just about one and a half times the distance 
of the earth from the sun. 


In short, those rockets fired at dawn or at dusk 
approach the orbits of the neighboring planets. A 
little more power and they would reach these 
orbits. 

_ There is just one more point to be made, but 
it is a very important one. With a little more 
power these rockets could reach the orbits of the 
neighboring planets. But whether that planet is in 
that point of its orbit is a different problem. 

. +. ” 


FOR EXAMPLE, a rocket would need 146 days 
to get to the orbit of Venus. To reach the planet 
Venus it must be fired so that the rocket and the 
planet meet in the same point 146 days later. 
Likewise the rocket would need 260 days to get 
to the orbit of Mars. Again it is a question of 
timing so that the rocket reaches the planet itself, 
not just its orbit. 

This means that you cannot shoot just be- 
cause you happen to be ready. You have to wait 
for specific dates and these do not happen too 
often. Krafft Ehricke of Convair Astronautics 
is emphatic in pointing out that during the next 
ten years there will be only four opportunities 
fer reaching Mars with a planetary probe. Dur- 
ing the same ten years there are seven oppeor- 
tunities for a probe to reach Venus. 

_ Because there are only so few opportunities 
it will be wise to start preparing planetary probes 
right now even though we haven’t reached, the 
moon yet. 
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Asians Leery of U.S. 
Aid Against Reds

F Red danger comes, will American help arrive too late? 
Throughout the free world, and even the “neutral” world, 


that is the really vital question. 


the degree of resistance which any 
free or uncommitted country will 
offer to Communist pressure or 
outright aggression, depend almost 
entirely on the answer to that ques- 
tion, 

Admiral Felix B. Stump, USN- 
Ret., for the past six years the U.S. 
Commander-in-Chief in the Pacific, 
made the point very emphatically 
this week in addressing a Navy 
League. dinner audience in New 
York.

“While I was Commander-in- 
Chief in the Pacific, I had the 
Heads of State of five of our Asian 
allies express to me the same iden- 
tical fears. They wanted to know 
with what. forces and how soon 
could we come to their aid if the 
communists just across their 
borders attacked. Most of all, they 
wanted my opinion on how long it 
would take our government to 
make the decision to act, the de- 
cision to stop communist aggres- 
eG.

“DURING the present shelling 
of Quemoy, the diplomatic repre- 
sentatives of four Southeast Asian 
nations have said privately that the 
United States must stand firm or 
lose a tremendous amount of pres- 
tige in Southeast Asia. Two of 
these countries are not our allies, 
but are countries trying to straddle 
the fence of neutralism.” : 

The primary factor in the cold 
war is American fighting power, 
and our will to-use it. 

If both the power and the will 
are not visibly in evidence, we are 
in trouble.

to hope that some of the time we 
will show ‘up too little or*too late 
or both. The more often we dis- 
appoint them, the less will be their 
temptation to continue this process. 
Meanwhile, however, they go on 
telling the warld that we are 
“saber rattling” and “preparing to 
unleash a new- war” every time we 
show our teeth. This has a greater 
impact than mere propaganda di- 
rected to the unconvinced. It has 
its effect on many of our own peo- 
ple who think, instinctively, that 
the use of force is no way to settle 
international disputes. It is only 
a step from this idea to the idea 
that it is-always wrong and out 
of character for the United States 
to use force anywhere. If this lat- 
ter idea became a fixed conviction 
with Americans, the communists 
would have an open road to world 
domination. 
* * * 
UNFORTUNATELY, all this is 
mixed up in many of our minds 
with words like “war” and “peace.” 
“War” is a bad symbol. “Peace” 
is a good symbol. We associate 
“war” with shooting. We associate 
“peace” with the absence of shoot- 
ing. When shooting is going on, 
the object is to stop the shooting 
on any terms. When the threat of 
shooting ‘arises, the object is to 
prevent shooting from taking place. 
This is dangerous nonsense. It 
is being compounded today by rival 
election claims about who brought 
about “peace” in. Korea, or who 
ought to restore “peace” at Que- 
moy. Peace, unhappily, is not a 
matter of shooting. It is a matter 
of right and justice. No greater 
disservice has been done the cause 
of freedom than the philosophical 
remark of Benjamin Franklin, 
quoted ad nauseam by emotional 
folk ever since, to the effect that 
“there never was a good war or a 
bad peace.” Mr. Franklin did not 
make practical application of his 
philosophy in our War for Inde- 
pendence, in which he was a mov- 
ing spirit of great vigor on the side 
of what he then thought was a

UCH is written about “extended” jazz composition these 
days and most of it is bunk. With very few exceptions, 


most of the longer and more 
meaning the suites, the fugues, the 
symphonies, ad infinitum—fail be- 
cause they lack the essential thing 
a jazz composition must have: a 
jazz spirit. Most extended jazz 
compositions are precious, preten- 
tious, and piecemeal. They seldom 
swing and seldom give any indica- 
tion of what jazz music is all about. 

Such is not the case, however, 
with a new jazz suite composed 
by Manny Albam called “The 
Blues is Everybody’s Business” 
(Coral LP 59101). This jazz 
suite makes it and Manny de- 
serves a long, low bow from 
everyone interested in extended 
jazz composition.

‘A few years ago, the American 
“Hotel Association, after placing ‘it- 
self squarely against the use of 

non-hotel credit cards, was moved 
to remark: “The new influx of 
credit-card propositions is just a 
polite way of saying that these out- 
siders are trying to chisel into the 
hotel business as 7 percent part- 
ners. ” 

Of course, the A. H. A. has 
changed its views, selling its Uni- 
versal Travel Card to American 
Express last summer. However, 
credit-card firms are meeting the 
same belligerent attitude in some 
‘quarters as they try to widen the 
acceptance of their cards, 

Take the bustling, fast-growing 
travel industry. American Express 
and Diners’ Club in recent weeks 
have been making overtures to 
most of the nation’s 2000 travel 
agencies.. Diners sees a yearly po- 
tential billing in the field of more 
than $100,000,000. 

Opposition is plentiful. The 
American Society of Travel Agents, 
Ine., refused to indorse them, ad- 
vising its members -that the all- 
purpose credit cards “are not in 
the interest of the travel agency 
industry.” It pointed out that 
with earnings based on stich a slim 
margin, “it is economically un- 
sound for an agent to relinquish 
any portion of it.” The American 
Express plan involves a 2 percent 
commission, the Diners program 
ranges from 2 to 4 percent. 

The situation is further com- 
plicated by the fact that Amexco 
is a kingpin in the travel busi- 
ness and hence agencies are being 
asked to share their profits with 
a major competitor. 

This is a tough proposition to 
swallow, Thora Johnson, secretary: 
treasurer of Show Tours, Inc., a 
small New York,agency, com- 
mented: “Why should we boost | 
American Express? If we don’t 
watch ‘out, some day we'll all be 
working for them.” 

Still Amexco and Diners have re- 
portedly signed up more than 100 
travel agencies each. Fugazy Travel 
Bureau Inc., which will honor both 
cards, notes: “We pay our com- 
mission agents more than the cred- 
it card people want. Besides, it 
should bring in more business.” 

Profit is not the only motive be- 
hind the credit-card companies’ 
travel agency drive. Basically 
they are attempting to offer card 
holders as many good and services 
at possible. In discussing the 
need for a universal credit card,

American Express has some 
accounts that are directly billed, 
but the ultimate aim of the com- 
prehensive credit card firms is 

out a single bill covering 
the multifarious goods and serv- 
ices charged. 

In selling establishments on the 
eredit ecard, the standard promise 
is “more business.” They point 
out that the client is suddenly on 
the buying list of hundreds of thou- 
sands of prospective customers. 
Also, it has been shown that pos- 
session of a credit card boosts a 
consumer’s purchases up to 35 
percent.

Some abuses have developed. 
After the American Society of 
Travel Agents suggested to its 
members that the Amexco plan was 
the best available, A.S.T.A. 
charged that the big travel firm 
quoted them out of context “in a 
manner favorable to their credit 
plan.” 

There are many differences. in 
the credit-card approach of Diners 
and American Express. Hilton, 
which just announced its entry 
into the all-purpose card field, has 
not reported any details on its 
plans. 

With restaurants, for example, 
Diners charges a straight 7 percent 
commission while Amexco varies 
its discount according to volume. 
American Express has installed a 
highly automated central bill de- 
partment, but Diners argues that 
its basic hand operation is the only 
practical method yet formulated. 
The annual cost of an American 
Express card is $6 and $3 for any 
other card on the same account 
Diners charges $5 and $2.50. This 
is an important factor since Diners 
claims most of profits come from 
the annual membership charge. 

Might Be Wedge 

Probably the most significant 
development in the steadily mount- 
ing uses of credit ecard was the 
agreement American Express sign- 
ed with Greyhound Bus and Con- 
tinental Trailways. For the first 
time, the holder of a general credit 
card could charge transportation 
at the carrier’s offices. It might 
be the breach in the barrier put 
up against the all-purpose credit 
card by steamship and air lines, 
which prefer their own systems. 

Thus far, in the, acquisition of 
services and new card holders, the 
emphasis has been on satisfying 
the wants of business men. But 
many observers feel the real ex- 
pansion of comprehensive credit 
cards will come when the drive 
switches to the general consumer. 

Matthew Simmons, sales vice- 
president, of Diners, looks forward 
to the day when every housewife 
will carry a credit card and use it 
for general purposes. Only 5 per- 
cent of Diners card holders are

Home Safety: It's Up to oa Owner 


(This is another in @ series of 
articles on “How to Buy a Home 
. . « and How to Take Care of It,” 
prepared by Home Builders Asso- 
ci.tion of Metropolitan Washing- 
ton.) 

Your home builder has employed 
the safest designs known in home 
construction to minimize the dan. 
ger of household accidents. The 
homeowner now holds the key to 
home safety. 

Builders are constantly on the 
look out for safer materials and 
designs, but no amount of planning 
in design ean prevent - accidents 
caused by carelessness. 

A little “preventive education” 
—proper observance of common 
sense safeguards and use of home 
equipment — forestall most acci- 
dents. 

According to the National Safe 
ty Council, elderly people and 
young children are the ones most 
often the victims of home acci- 
dents. By confining their living 
to one-level areas, older people 
lessen the possibility of falls. 

In all age groups, many fatal 
falls occur in sleeping areas and 
on cluttered steps or stairways 
Proper lighting and removal of ob- 
structions such as children’s toys 
or furniture in traffic areas will 
help prevent many spills. Form 
family habits early by having a 
definite place for play equipment 
and by teaching children to return 
it there after use. 

Your new home should have an 
adequate number of electrical out- 
lets. Do not overload them with 
appliances, as fires can_ result. 
Electrical cords stretched across 
floors or work areas invite acci- 
dents. Never switch on electricity 





while hands are wet or while work 
ing in water — as serious shock | 
can occur. 

Bathroom light switches are | 
purposely located out of reach of | 


the tub or shower for this reason. 
Check to see that pull cords on, 
individual bathroom light fixtures 
are insulated. 

Ski-resistant floor covering helps 
reduce accidents, especially in the 
kitchen. Counter surfaces handy 
to stove and tor and the 
installation of counter re te which 
do not projeet beyond work sur- 
faces are recommended, both as a 
safety measure and. step-saver for 
the homemoker. Cover guards 
should be- used on all ventilating 
fans. 

Accidents involving poison — 
which take a heavy toll of chil- 
dren’s lives each year — largely 
can be prevented by keeping pois- 
onous cleaners, etc. under lock and 
key and by the use of cabinets 
with lock-up sections to store medi- 
cine, including aspirin. 

Remove dust from your vacuum 
cleaner before putting the cleaner 
away, but don’t throw the loose 
dust into the heater or incinerator. 
That can cause an explosion. 

Since rubbish and trash are 
prime fodder for fires that breed 
in out-of-the-way places, do not let 
them accumulate. Animal or 
vegetable oil on any combustible 
material may ignite spontaneously 
under certain atmospheric condi- 
tions. Store wastepaper and trash 
in metal cans and dispose of it 
regularly to avoid fires in the base- 
ment, attic or other storage places. 

Stack newspapers and maga- 
zines away from the furnace. When

Pandemus: ‘Baby Tender’ With a Man-Size : 


Repair Ship 
Since 1951 


CHARLESTON, S. C, — The re- 
pair ship Pandemus is the only 
ship of her type in the Atlantic 
Fleet Mine Force. She is under 
the command ‘of Lt. Comdr. M. R. 
Fleming, USNR. Charleston is her 
home port. After being constructed 
as an LST during War II, the 
Pandemus was converted to a re- 
pair ship, and was assigned to the 
Atlantic Fleet Mine Force in 1951. 
She handles about all type tender 
repairs for the new MSO and MSC 
minesweepers. Her length is 327 
feet, the size of a football field, 
and she displaces about 4100 tons, 
and is essentially a “small seago- 
ing factory” for the Mine Force. 

On board there is a shop for al- 
most every kind of minesweeper 
repair work. The hull, machinery 
and electrical divisions include 
such shops as ordnance, carpenter, 
welding, metalsmith, pipefitter, 
CO2 charging, deck sealing equip- 
ment, diving and salvage, black- 
smith, canvas, machine, internal 
combustion engine, outside machin- 


ery repair, boilers and evaporators, 
instrument, typewriters, injection 
test, refrigeration repair, electri- 
cal, battery, gyro compass, motion 
picture projector, electronic, and 
minesweeping cable repair. Their 


skipper boasted that “his highly 
trained and skilled crew can, if 
provided drydock facilities, com- 
pletely tear down and re-build a 
fully equipped minesweeper, or 


given the material and facilities, 
they could build one from scratch.”

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Rise of Station Wagon Popularity 
Linked to Prosperity, Practicality 


By SEYMOUR CARFAX 


Gliding along the Garden State 
Parkway, a sleek car of particular- 
ly attractive design, passed us. It 
was a moment before I recognized 
it as a modern and modish station 
wagon. Immediately many memo- 
ries were inspired. 

These memories were refreshed 
when it was recalled that it was 
in September of this year, for the 
first time, permission was granted 
by the New Jersey authorities, al- 
lowing use of the throughway by 
station wagons, this being “a sort 
of accolade” which transmogrified 
this vehicle into a pleasure car. 
Joseph C. Ingraham, the versatile 
expert of the New York times, to 
whom I am indebted for some of 
the following data, noted this his- 
torical fact in his column. 

It must have been in the late 
twenties when I was somewhat 
shocked as I left a theater, to 
see one of the early editions of 
this vehicle roll up amidst the 
proud procession of limousines 
and hear the starter call out the 
name of my well-heeled host. 

I had not become familiar with 
the phrase “station wagon set” 
which had been coined by the pro- 
motion man of one of the snootier, 
slick-paper publications as descrip- 
tive of its subscribers. Apparent- 
ly my host had. Meanwhile a sta- 
tion wagon went right on hauling 
baggage from depot to estate and 
performing similar more or less 
menial tasks for the mighty. 

Today the station wagon has be- 
come quite middle class but what 
it has lost in exclusiveness it has 
more than made up as a sales suc- 
cess. As Ingraham expressed it, 
“it has come of age.” He believes 
its great-grandfather was the horse- 
drawn “depot-wagon” of the Eigh- 
teen Fifties, which had _ sired, 
with the coming of the motor age, 
‘an adorned chassis” with a box or 
platform, “custom-built at the rear 
to their own specifications and 
their own special purposes.” Then, 
in 1923 Ford built the first ve- 
hicle the natural development 
of a functional need 

Its description is familiar:— 

“It had a mahogany panelling 
trimmed in roll-down side 
curtains, and two removable seats, 
and it was alone in its field for a 
number of years . In 1936 came 
the all-steel station wagon, an im- 
portant new trend in such vehicles. 
It was a plain, utilitarian passen-

New Technique 


CAMBRIDGE, Mass.—An uncon- 
ventional technique for producing 
extremely high vacuums -promises 
substantial savings for research 
and industrial uses.

The technique, 
called cryopumping, was explained 
last week to members of the Amer- 
jean Vacuum Society attending the 
Third National Vacuum Symposium 
in San Francisco.

Rotorcraft 
Test to Seek 
Flight Data 


BUFFALO, N. Y.—Studies con- 
ducted for the Army at Cornell 
Aeronautical Laboratory, Inc. indi- 
cate the feasibility of constructing 
an apparatus to determine the 
static and dynamic flying charac- 
teristics of such small rotorcraft 
as flying jeeps and flying platforms. 

The results of these studies indi- 
cate that a reliable and versatile 
experimental apparatus can be 
constructed with which accurate 
aerodynamic data on small rotor- 
craft can be. obtained. 

The work is under the sponsor- 
ship of the Transportation Re- 
search and Engineering Command 
of the Army Transportation Corps. 

The test apparatus consists of 
a special towing vehicle, a large 
flatbed trailer with a mast for 
mounting the test rotorcraft, and 
a telemetering van to collect data. 

* + * 


THE TEST apparatus. would be 
able to: 

1. Test rotorcraft with gross 
weight up to 3000 pounds. 

2. Test rotorcraft with rotor 
diameters up to 17 feet, in and 
out of the ground effect. 

3. Provide approximately 350 
horsepower of external power to 
the test rotorcraft. 

4. Provide forward velocities. 

5. Provide variable pitch rates. 

6. Isolate the balance system 
and supporting structure so that 
road roughness will not affect the 
results. 

7. Provide a balance system for 
measuring aerodynamic loads. 

8. Provide 14 channels of tele- 
metered data. 

The proposed test apparatus can 
also be used for other rotary wing 
research. 4 

The tilt-wing vertical take-off 
and landing airframe in landing or 
take-off might also be investigated 
with this apparatus. It should be 
able to test current reduced scale 
versions of the short take-off and 
landing airframes. 

Cornell Aeronautical Laboratory 
is now completing the detail de- 
sign studies. Fabrication should 
begin soon.

Readied for Redstone 


WHITE SANDS MISSILE RANGE, N. M.—A specially 
constructed, highly mobile 120-foot-tall gantry crane to serv- 
ice the largest missile ever test-fired at White Sands Missile 





Range is ready to go into action. 
The crane, technically termed 
“vertical launching facility,” is 
located at the Army Ballistic Mis- 
sile Agency launching site here, 
firing point for the mighty Red- 
stone surface-to-surface missile. 
The launching site, one of sev- 
eral new facilities constructed to 
enable Ordnance and contractor 
personnel to work with the mam- 
moth missile, is spotted just east 
of the Navy Blockhouse area some 
12 or 13 miles from Army Missile 
Development Center’s headquar- 
ters area.

REDSTONE WAS fired at the 
missile range for the first time in 
June of this year, but that mission 
was a tactical operation with no 
permanent facftities involved. 
Testing of the Redstone rocket 
engine in WSMR’s largest static 
stand has been conducted since 


that time.

Tiny Bolsey Outfit Reach

Two ODDITIES in camera de 

sign for the amateur will have 
reached the market by the time 
you read this. One, Bell & Howell’s 
Infallible 127 electric-eye still cam- 
era, was hinted at in these col- 
umns a few weeks back. The other 
is the Bolsey 8, a single-8mm movie 
camera about the size of a king- 
size pack of cigarettes. 

The Infallible, so-caller because 
its completely automatic operation 
assures “a picture every time,” 
sells for $79.95 (with flash attach- 
ment and leather case). The heart 
of the camera is f ate 
the electric eye, 
or photocell, 
housed in the 
viewfinder. The 
latter is so de- 
signed that the 
acceptance 
angle (area cov- 
ered) is the 
same as that of 
thelens.A green @& 4 
glow in the find- 
er indicates that DESCHIN 
enough light is available for pho- 
tography; a red flag warns the oper- 
ator to hold his fire because the 
light is inadequate. 

The electric-eye system is simi- 
lar to that in Bell & Howell’s movie 
cameras in this class: the lens 
opening is set by means of light 
energy, the more light, the smaller 
the opening becomes. The light en- 
ergy is converted into current by 
the selenium-plate cell. The current 
passes through a resistor and ther- 
mistor to compensate for tempera- 
ture variations, thus activating the 
meter that operates the lens iris 
blade. 

The camera has no marked cali- 
brations of any kind, The lens is 
f/8.8 at full aperture; there is one 
shutter speed—1/50th; and focus- 
ing is preset for five feet to in- 
finity. The camera uses 127 film 
for 16 pictures of superslide size 
(15-15% inches). 

The Revere Electric Eye-Matic 
EE 127, announced here a while 
back but which will not be avail- 
able for a month or so, is similar 
in operation. Full details and 
price were not available at this 
writing, but it is known that the 
lens is the Raptar f/2.8. 

The Bolsey 8 does for moviemak- 
ers what the ultraminiature does 
for still photography: it allows the 
photographer to carry the camera 
about at all times without encum- 
brance. The inventor is Jacques 
Bolsey, already famous for his Bol. 
sey 35mm still cameras and other 
design achievements. 

The price is $99.50, which in- 
cludes a chrome wrist chain and

two film magazines. The camera 
weighs about 12 ounces (loaded 
with film) and measures 3%-1% 


inches. Bolsey-Delmonico, 42-24 
Orchard Street, Long Island City, 
N. Y., is the manufacturer and dis- 
tributor of the all-metal miniature. 

Although small in size, the Bol- 
sey 8 has many of the modern 
movie camera features, including a 


variable shutter with speeds of 
1/50th, 1/200th, 1/300th and 
1/600th of a second. It has one 


operating speed—16 frames per 
second—yields 8 to 10 feet at a 
single winding of the key, and per- 
mits in addition, single-frame ex- 
posures, continuous operation, and 
release lock to prevent accidental 
exposure 

The camera loads with 25 feet 
of single-8 Kodachrome, Daylight 
or Type A, in a special Bolsey 
magazine, the price of which is 
$2.75 including mail service proc- 
essing at the Bolsey Laboratories 
in Cambridge, Mass. The magazine 
is simply dropped into the camera, 
setting the film counter automati- 
cally. 

The lens is the 10mm f/1.8 Bol- 
sey-Elgeet (with stops to £/22). 
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Focusing is from 12 inches, and 
distance scale markings for land- 
scapes, groups and portraits facili- 
tate easy focusing. A clear optical 
viewfinder is designed for con- 
venient viewing even by persons 
wearing glasses. There are a few

Check Camera, 
Experts Advise 


NEW YORK.—When purchasing 
a used camera experts advise mak- 
ing a quick but careful check of 
its major parts—lens, shutter and 
110vable parts. 

While it is impossible to tell by 
looking if a lens has any devia- 
tions, one can inspect the way the 
lens fits the body. Try rocking the 
lens; there should be a minimum 
amount of “play.” 

The shutter winding mechanism 
should operate smoothly and there 
should not be any odd noises. Qp- 
erate the shutter at all speeds. 

To determine if your lens foe- 
uses correctly, select afi object at 
infinity (further thah 50 feet on 
most cameras) and focus on it; 
then check the infinity mark on 
the focusing knob. It should be 
opposite the focusing pointer. 

Work all moving parts. If they 
are too loose, a alignment 
will result; if too tight, parts wear 
out faster, 

These pointers will not guaran- 
tee a perfect-working camera but

Baking With Y east is Easy 
When You Know the Rules 


There’s something satisfying 
about transforming simple ingre- 
dients like flour, milk, yeast and 
shortening into beautifully browned 
rolls that are 
cloud-puffs of flavor or coffee cake, 
rich with sugar and spice. Al- 
though it may seem like sheer mag- 
ic, you’ll be amazed at home sim- 
ple bread-making is once you’ve 
mastered a few simple rules. 





Old-Fashioned Raisin Bread 


1% cups buttermilk 
1 pkg. yeast, active dry or 
compaessed 
Y% cup sugar 
2 eggs 
% cup butter or margarine, 
melted 
5 to 5% cups sifted flour 
1% teaspoons salt 
% teaspoon baking soda 
1 cup seedless raisins 
Heat buttermilk to warm for dry 
yeast or to lukewarm for com- 
pressed yeast. Add yeast and su- 
gar and stir until yeast is dis 
solved.. Slightly beat eggs, ~ add 
cooled butter and stir into yeast 
mixture. Sift dry ingredients to- 
gether and add by thirds to yeast- 
egg mixture, beating well after 
each addition. Turn out onto well 
fioured board .and knead until 
dough is smooth and elastic, work- 
ing in a little additional flour, if 
necessary, to prevent dough from 
sticking to fingers. Knead-.in rai- 
sins at the last. Place dough in 
oiled bowl, brush with melted but- 
ter or lard, cover and let rise in 
warm place until doubled in bulk 
(about one hour). 


Punch dough down and turn out 
onto floured board. Divide dough 
in half and jet rest 15 to 20 min- 
utes before shaping into loaves and 
placing in oiled bread pans, 
844x44%4x2% inches. Cover and let 
rise to double (about one hour). 
Bake in 400 degree oven for 25 to 
30 minutes. Makes two loaves. 





Basic Sweet Dough 

2 pkgs. yeast, active dry or 

compressed - 
Y% cup water (lukewarm for dry 
yeast, warm for compressed) 
cup milk, scalded 
cup sugar 
teaspoons salt 
cup butter or margarine 
eggs, beaten 

5'%4- cups sifted flour (about) 

Soften yeast in water. Add su- 
gar, salt and shortening to scalded 
milk. Cool to lukewarm. Add 
about 2 cups flour to make a thick 
batter. Mix well. Add softened 
yeast and eggs, beating well. Add 
remaining flour, enough to make 
a soft dough. Turn out onto liggt- 
ly floured board and knead until 
smooth and satiny. Place in oiled 
bowl; brush surface with melted 
butter, cover and Jet rise in warm 
place until doubled in bulk (about

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WASHINGTON — Sponsors . of 
‘teenage clubs on Army installa- 
tions can now conduct direct, on- 
post and both on and off the job 
fund-raising campaigns, 

Hitherto, under Army regula- 
tions, such campaigns could not be 
conducted unless they were tied 
into united fund drives of recog- 
nized charities authorized to make 
on-post solicitations. 

In some areas, the latter was not 
practical and in other cases the 
amounts of funds going back to 
teenage clubs was not sufficient 
to support them. The net result 
was, it was reported, that sponsors 
of clubs, including parents, had to 
dig deep into their own pockets 
to keep "teenage activities going. 

Now, however, official Arm 4 
ulations have been broaden 
updated AR 600-29 dated 6 Oct 
1958 came off the presses last 
week and into the general fund 
raising policies of the Army was 
written a new provision allowing 
direct solicitations for ’teen age 
clubs and also for other installa- 
tion welfare and recreational ac- 
tivities. 

The new provision is found in 





Teen Clubs Gain Right 
To Campaign for Funds 


Section 23 of the regulation. In. 
part, it says: 

“ ... Local commanders may 
authorize on-post private associa- 
tions to conduct fund-raising cam- 
paigns for installation welfare and 
recreational activities or organi- 
zations, e.g., *teenage clubs... ” 

It also was added that “internal 
welfare solicitations may be sup- 
plemented by appropriate benefits 
conducted at the discretion of the 
installation commander.” 

Those who wrote the provision 
predicted it will provide a major 
stimulant to growth of ‘teenage 
clubs on Army posts so that the 
Army can move full speed ahead 
in organizing and supporting such 
clubs to combat any possible juven- 
ile delinquency.

Supergrades Going 


To Wrong Men? 


FORT SILL, Okla.: I believe the’ 
Army has erred in the manner in 
which the new ratings of E-8 are 
being awarded, based primarily on 
the time in service prerequisites. 

First they came out that, to 
make E-8, an E-7 had to have eight 
years of service. Then someone 
raised it to 15. Now DA states that 
20% of those given the rate could 
have from eight to 15 years. 

But by the time this info gets 
down to headquarters, the “pow- 
ers” have a few ideas of their own. 
Usually, they demand that all men 
nominated for the rating must have 
over 15 years service.” 

If they would stop and think of 
all the first sergeants on this post 
with less than 15 years who have 
been serving efficiently in that 
position for many a year, they 
would probably realize that if it 
wasn’t for the younger topkicks 
they would be in pretty bad shape. 

Some batteries have had three 
or four first sergeants in the past 
five months because the young 
first sergeants were booted to 
make way for someone who had 
over 15 years. Most of the old 
E-7s who have been hiding for the 
past 10 years can’t cut the mustard. 
(Good first sergeants aren’t born 
every day). 

I don’t blame the old boys for 
getting all they can, but it is about 
time someone wised up to the fact 
that the entire Army isn’t run al- 
together by old codgers. If some- 
one would troop the“line, I am 
sure he would find that the ma- 
jority of first sergeants have 10 
to 15 years service. 

I have just one recommendation: 
All young first sergeants like my- 
self who have between 10 and 15 
years, and who have held the job 
for four to five years—just stack 
arms until we get 15 years. Then 
I am sure we will be efficient 
enough to get promoted.

Dependent Allotment 


In Divorce Case 


PACIFIC AREA: To settle an 
argument, can you tell me when 
or how the wife or dependents are 
entitled to collect the Class Q al- 
lotment when separated or di- 
vorced? What are the dependents 
entitled to under certain circum- 
stances? 

NAME WITHHELD 


A separated wife is entitled to 
the Class Q (dependency) allot- 
ment until the divorce decree be- 
comes final — except in the in 
stance of infidelity on the wife’s 
part. In the latter instance the 
serviceman may apply to Finance 
to -have the allotment stopped — 
but he must supply reasonable 
proof of infidelity on the part of 
his wife. In some cases, deser- 
tion by the wife will stop the al- 
lotment. It is up to the service- 
man’s commanding officer to de- 
cide. 

(In event of an interlocutory 
decree, where the court has order- 
ed support of the wife in lesser 
amount than the regular Class Q 
allotment, the allotment may be 
reduced to the amount ordered by 
the court,

Entrance Standards Up 
For OCS Aspirants

Added to the old regulation was 
a paragraph (No. 21) on physical 
fitness. Hitherto, an OCS candidate 
had only to pass a physical exam- 
ination but now he will be given 
a field test in such things as march- 
ing and running as well.

“All male applicants will be re- 
quired to undergo a physical fit- 
ness test within one month prior 
to appearance before the-OCS ex- 
amining board. A minimum score 
of 250 must be attained on the 
test in order for the applicant to 
be eligible for further considera:

FORT BROOKE, P.R.—Two mem- 
bers of the Antilles “Skydivers,” 
the first competitive and sports 
parachuting club to be formed in 
Puerto Rico, successfully com- 
pleted a practice jump onto the 
fairways of Berwind Country 
Club’s golf course recently.

“I ve 
dived with one arm raised igh, 
for it threw me into a slow,spin- 
ning motion which wound thé sus- 
pension lines of the parachute 
above me as it opened, and caused 
me to unwind again during: about 
600 feet of my drop—a rather dizzy 
experience!” This was the major’s 
46th parachute jump, 

Sgt. Bracey, for whom this was 
his 19th parachuting © experience, 
executed a fine jump but came to 
earth near a group of trees, in 
which his- parachute became en- 
tangled upon collapsing and was 
torn extensively. 

Both skydivers praised the E-1 
type parachute, a vivid nylon chute 
with alternating orange and white 
panels and two variable air slots 
running the full radius of the can- 
opy which are controlled by limes 
to the chutist, permitting consid- 
erable maneuverability through 
varying the escape of air from the 
chute,

4-Day Xmas

FACES ARE RED at the Naval 

Gun Factory. 


Officials have discovered that, 
due to a simple error, they have 
been overpaying night shift em- 
ployees for four years. The over- 
payments average about six cents 
an hour. It will be a couple of 
months before they have complete 
figures on how much was paid out 
and who got it. 

Capt. Charles E. Briner, superin- 
tendent of the factory, said total 
payments probably run between 
$8000 and $15,000. He estimated 
1000 employees were overpaid, in 
amounts ranging from a few cents 
to $60. 

“It is a rather foolish error and 
I’m embarrassed about it,” Briner 
told one newspaper. 

The pay rate has been corrected. 
No attempt to recover overpay- 
ments will be made until complete 
figures are available. In all prob- 
ability, no repayments will be re- 
quired. 

As is usual in such cases where 
no fault was shown on the part of 
employees, a relief bill will be in- 
troduced in Congress. Rep. Richard 
E. Lankford (D. Md.) said he in- 
tends to sponsor stich legislation.
